At Clarksburg you take the free county 
ferry across the Sacramento, richest per cargo 
stream in the United States—for official 
figures show that the ton value of shipments, 
averaging $95.95, gives it first rank, with a 
goodly lead over the mighty Hudson, while 
the increase in its tonnage in ten years regis- 
tered 225 per cent. 

Here—fifteen miles down river from the 
State Capitol, and over a paved highway—you 
reach headquarters of the Holland Land Com- 
pany, which originally owned 20,000 of the 
26,000 acres in Reclamation District No, 999.

the deck end, with a minimum of labor 
and a maximum of assistance from 
gravity. The plant is raised by chains 
and cable attached to a steam hoist. 

A novel type of electric chain con- 
veyor is used in connection with some 
of the flat bottom barges, and docks 
which still further lightens and speeds 
the task of unloading bags of grain. 
This conveyor consists of a single chain 
installed in the center of the truck in- 
cline and equipped with a number of 
pushers. The hand truck is run on the 
incline in the old way, but the pusher 
promptly engages the axle of the hand 
truck and carries the truck up without 
any effort at all on the part of the 
workmen who merely hold the handles 
to steady the truck. In some cases 
these are installed on barges and in 
others they are installed on the docks. 

Many of the barges are equipped 
with Brown Portable Conveying Ma- 
chines operated by small gasoline en- 
gines. When these are used the bags 
are placed on the lower part of the con- 
veyor which delivers the bags to the 
dock, where they are placed on trucks 
and delivered to the proper point on 
dock or warehouse. In some cases the 
barges (usually the motor boats are 
equipped in this manner) are equipped 
with a boom and cable which is op- 
erated by a small gasoline engine. By 
this means about nine or ten bags of 
grain are unloaded at a time. This is 
shown in one ot the accompanying en- 
gravings. 

Another picture shows one of the 
large flat bottom barges used in trans- 
porting grain on the river. In this par- 
ticular picture the grain is being load- 
ed from the barge to the vessel while 
the vessel is laying at a pier at San 
Francisco. The vessel is taking on 
general cargo at the same time that 
the grain is being loaded. This type of 
barge does not carry any mechanical 
equipment for unloading the bags of 
grain, consequently the bags are han- 
dled by the tackle of the vessel receiv- 
ing the grain. These barges are towed 
(sometimes three or four in a row) by 
gasoline tugs. Heavy canvass is al- 
ways carried to protect the grain from 
dampness. This type of barge often 
has a housing which protects the grain. 
It may be interesting to notice the 
raised pilot house in the center of the 
barge, from which the rudders are con- 
trolled. The stevedores who load and 
unload this grain usually live aboard, 
having accommodations in the hold. 


ELEVATOR NOW HANDLING GRAIN. 
Until within recent months practical- 
ly all the grain shipped from San Fran- 
cisco was shipped in bags, but a short 
time ago, when the new elevator on the 
Oakland estuary was put in operation | 
handling for bulk shipments was pro- 
vided. Why bulk handling has not

‘cisco Bay as bulk grain is handled at 
New Orleans, Baltimore or any other 
Eastern or North Atlantic port, pro- 
vided the ‘facilities for handling bulk 
grain at San Francisco Bay are avail 
able. 

“A bulk elevator has been built on 
this bay (referring to the new eleva- 
tor of Western Milling Company, now 
operated !by the California Farm Bu- 
reau Hlevator Corporation) for the han- 
dling of bulk grain. When you stop to 
think that over 90 per cent of the grain 
moved from different parts of the world 
is handled in bulk, it naturally causes 
us to think that there is something 
radically wrong with the California 
method of handling grain in sacks. Not 
only is it an added expense to the 
farmer but to the exporter who is not 
equipped with warehouse facilities at 
tide water.

“Again referring to the above figures, 
it is only natural that we draw our 
conclusions as to who pays for the 
additional cost of handling. The fact 
is, we learn, that the majority of the 
expense is paid by the farmer, or 
grower; the balance by the exporter. 
Since 1911 it is conservatively esti- 
mated that there have been about 8,250,- 
C00 tons of California barley exported, 
or about 325,000 tons per year. If half 
of this amount of barley were handled 
through the bulk elevator at slightly 
over the New Orleans rates, it appears 
to be a good investment by the farmers 
to get behind the bulk hauling proposi- 
tion.”

owing to the fact that all California 
“warehouses are equipped only for stor- 
ing sacked grain, any other method 
even suggested to handle in bulk is 
going to meet with a good deal of oppo- 
sition from the warehousemen of this 
state, but it is only a matter of time 
when the old-fashioned method of han- 
‘dling will have to be changed.

The elevator in evidence has 1,250,000 

bushels storage capacity. It was orig- 
inally built by the Western Milling 
Company as a project to include flour 
mills, but was leased to the California 
Farm Bureau Elevator Corporation, 
capitalized at $1,000,000. The Corpora- 
tion is composed of grain growers, and 
is fostered by the state Federation as a 
part of its program. The Corporation 
is building and operating bulk grain 
elevators elsewhere in the state to act 
as feeders for the terminal elevator, on 
which it has a tive-year lease. The ter- 
minal elevators at Oakland thus become 
a facility for handling grain in transit 
and bulk and for loading to ships. It is 
estimated that the elevator will handle 
fully one-third of the grain output of 
the state this, the first year, and in the 
continuing process of incoming and 
outshipping grain it will be refilled ap- 
proximately eight times during the 
season. Operations in the elevator 
Were started on May 26, !9%1, with the 
arrival of 3,000 bushels of grain of the 
first 20,000-bushel consignment. The 
desire. of the farmers to move their last 
year’s crop made it necessary to start 
work in the elevator before June 1, the 
date originally set by the bureau. 

While the Farm Bureau Corporation 
were unable to complete concrete eleva- 
tors in many places in time to handle 
the 1921 crop, farmers can ship their 
grain in bulk by the use of loading sta- 
tions, which permit them to ship direct 
to the Terminal at Oakland.

It is of course very com- 
mon to plead with city people to make country in- 
vestments but, so far “as ‘we know, it is usual to 
appeal to what may be called the business sides of 
urban people. It is common to try to dazzle them 
with brilliant figures of the money to be made on 
investments in land by city plutocrats and of the 
ease with which a city man can make a good living 
on a small investment in land farmed in the right 
way, the way of course, a bright city man would do 


it—for, in such cases, the selling agent tries to pro- : 


mote the ordinary city-man’s conviction that farm- 

ers are stupid and do not know how to handle eyen 
their own business “ in a business way”. They en- 

courage the restless city man to think that his 

training would enable him to halve the cost and 

double the selling price of all he produces and 
really the farm-owner would be better off to sell 

out to him and go to work for him: Quite other- 
wise than this our correspondent above, who is a| 
very successful handler of country real estate, 
makes his appeal to the city man to invest in country 
property because he can well afford it, because it 
would give him joy and because such well-afforded 
indulgence-would enable him to help build up the 
section which appealed to him as desirable both 
for home joys and farming activity— and thus 
bring him into action as a builder of the common- 
wealth of California! We are really glad to have 
a real estater forget his shekels and cast off his 
shackles in this way. Possibly, of course, he has 
a new dream of shekels by urging the city-man to | 
stop thinking he can out-farm the farmers and by | 
urging him to buy-in among the real farmers for 

the fun he can get out of it for himself and for| 
the good he can do to his neighbors and to the 
community. If that is the way of it we hope he 

will get shekels all right for the suggestion is rea- 
sonable and patriotic and he is entitled to his re- 
ward. 


ARE CITY NEIGHBORS DESIRABLE? 


Of course if a city man goes into a rural con 


ticking out, “like quills upon the fretful porcu- 

ne” and if his wife parades rural social ways like 

a Swan among geese, neither of them will have any 

fun nor do any good to themselves or anybody else.

One would think that anyone going 

into a new community with a genuine interest in 

he progress of it, would have sense enough to 

nifest that interest by! a genial conformity and 

et for established usage while a better is=be- 

ing eyolved, but such is not always the case. Of 

course, ‘such contrasts and confusions are less apt 

to be encountered in California rural communities 

than in some other states because our rural com- 

munities are so largely suburban in the experiences 

and training of the people and in their householdry 

and their social ways. They are in frequent con- 

tact with the business and social activities of cities 

of considerable size which are scattered throughout | 
the state. Our rural people are more largely a | 
people on wheels than is the farming population 

of any other state. It is really a question as to | 
whether in California there are not more people 

who could go with advantage from city to the| 
country to learn the best household and social us- | 
age than could well go in the opposite direction 

for the same purpose. For this reason, if for no

Judge Shaw. Professor Hutchinsen 
said he as an officer of the state uni- 
versity was highly interested in the 
sale of good land. That much time, 
money and effort was being expended 
by the college of agriculture in experi- 
ments to best determine the character 


of crops and the sort of farming fitted | 


to the wonderful land of the Holland 
project. His description of the effort 
needed to produce fortunes from small 
tracts of this interesting and fertile 
land were interesting, practical and 
highly instructive. 

The next speaker was Judge C. BK, 
McLaughlin of Sacramento, whom 
nearly every person in the huge as- 
sembly knew by sight.or by reputa- 
tion. Judge McLaughlin announced 
at the beginning of his talk that he 
had a “piece of advice’ to give to 
every young man and young woman 
‘in his audience. He later included

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the older people. His advice was “get 
back to the land,’ In his own breezy 
inimitable manner he told his audi- 
ence that we needed more young men 
and young women farmers; more farm- 
er boys and girls coming up, and 
above all more American homes owned 
by their occupants. The judge was 
intensely in earnest and was inter- 
rupted by frequent applause. He “got 
his message over’ as the slang phrase 
of the day has it, telling his audience 
that he had twice purchased land in 
the Holland tract and wished he own- 
ed it all. 

EK. A. Gammon of the Sacramento 
chamber of commerce, and an exten- 
sive rancher near Courtland and Hood, 


told the gathering of his efforts and 


that of the civic organization which he 
represented to encourage intensive 
farming in the delta section and of its 
wonderful possibilities to young men 
with some capital_and an earnest de- 
sire to own a farm of their own. 

Then Lester Hinsdale, attorney, who 
was born on the Holland tract 50 
years ago, spoke. He gave a vivid de- 
scription of the tule swamps, the duck 
hunting and the annual floods of early 
days, and contrasted them with the 
crops of alfalfa, potatoes, barley, etc., 
growing before .the eyes of his audi- 
ence. j 

General #. H. Archer of Woodland, 
followed Mr. Hinsdale, and in his talk 
gave some interesting information as 
to the origin of the black land of the 
Holland tract. He told. his audience 
of the silt that the river has deposited 
on the land through centuries, of the 
decomposed tule tops and roots that 
added their quota to the soil, and 
called attention to its blackness and 


‘depth and told of its fertility. 


The last speaker was President 
Mendenhall. We print his speech in 
full, He had his audience with him 
from the first earnest word he uttered, 
and they cheered him to the echo 
when he finished his talk. He’said: 

“The real purpose of this gathering 
to which we have invited the business 
and professional men of the bay cities, 
is to carry home to them the idea that 
the greatest need of the big back 
country is the individual units of cap- 
ital for the more intensive improve- 
ment required in this second stage of 
development. Also, we want to intro- 
duce them to our farmer folks. :

“The power companies, the trans- 
portation companies, the bond invest- 
or, the bank ‘lender, the wholesaler, 
brokers, insurance companies, produce 


dealers, exporters, canners, packers, 
warehousemen and almost every indi- 
vidual, each and all take a share as 
the products of the back country move 
(on their way for each varied service 
they perform. The banker, lawyer, 
physician, merchant, broker and ,deal- 
er inthese cities hardly realizes how 
basic is the production of the big back 
country, and how absolutely necessary 
‘the success of the farmer, vineyardist | 
and orchardist is to the city man’s pop- 
ulation. » : Z ; 

“To get more closely in touch with 
the needs of the back country, let the 
city man purchase some undeveloped 
land and contribute his unit of capital 
'towarg beautification, the establish- 
ment of better schools, the introduc- 
tion of power and telephone lines, the 
construction of highways, a little home 
jwith its barn, tank house, garage, 
family orchard, flower garden, hedges, 
road approach, irrigation system and 
fences.

Men Get Glimpse of Agri- 
cultural Principality 


More than two hundred business 
and professional men, and members’ 
of their families, resident in the 
San Francisco Bay district were} 
‘given a glimpse last Sunday of the 
agricultural principality that has 
been developing on the west side of 
the Sacramento River, centering at 
'Glarksburg, fifteen miles down the 

‘ river from the State capital. They 
returned with a new and keener rec- 
ognition of the part the farmer is 
playing in the stimulated growth 
of the metropolitan area, 

Leaving the electric train at Lis- 
bon station they were carried in 
automobiles for a rapid swing 
through the district, passing a suc- 
cession of fields of alfalfa, sugar 
beets, asparagus, beans, potatoes 

4 and onions, interspersed with young 
|orchards of pears, plums, peaches, 
and cherries. They saw a shrinking 
acreage of grain as the extension 
of high value crops encroached on 
this: pioneer ‘crop of the large scale 
farmer. New dwellings met the eye, 
some of them of a type to do credit 
to any city street frontage. 
LUNCH UNDER TREES. 

After a big box lunch under the 
trees, Gus Olson, general manager 
of the’ Holland Land Company, the 
host of the day, called on some of 
‘the visitors for short talks. The 
first to respond was Chief Justice 
Lucien Shaw of the State Supreme 
Court, who had been familiar with 
the entire development history of 
the tract. He declared that every 
dig in the rich soil meant something 
of value for the future. 

Professor Claude .B. Hutchison, | 


the new dean of the branch of the | 


College of Agriculture at Davis, 
asserted that he had: never seen 
finer crops of alfalfa and potatoes 
than he had just passed by. He indi- 
cated the scope of the problems of 
the college to cover a_ territory 
paralleled on the Atlantic Coast by 
{the service of sixteen States and 
sixteen Colleges of Agriculture, with 
appropriations running well into the 
millions. The utlization of the soil for: 
such crops as asparagus, he pointed 
out, represented: a great forward 
step in the development of the agri- 
cultural resources of the State in 
the most intensive mannér. These 
lands, he said, attracted a type of 
agriculture that lends itself to in- 
tensive development. 
Judge C. BE. McLaughlin of Sacra- 
;mento advised the young men in 
his audience to get on the land—to 
‘buy land in the deltas of the Sacra- 
mento and San Joaquin rivers. 
“The call back of the land,” he said, 
“to the tilling of the soil is the so- 
lution of the great problém con- 
fronting the people of America; par- 
ticularly in our own region it is the 
solution of the relations of this 
country with the non-assimilable 
peoples of other lands.” 
RECLAMATION DISTRICT.

ORE than two hundred business and professional men, and mem- 
bers of their families, resident in the San Francisco Bay district 
were given a glimpse last Sunday of the agricultural principal- 
ity that has been developing on the west side of the Sacramento River, 
centering at Clarksburg, fifteen miles down river from the state cap- 
ital. They returned with a new and keener recognition of the part

NTIOCH - Sherman 
Island Bridge Com- 
mittee held an im- 
portant meeting at 
Antioch Sunday af- 
terncoz. A perma- 
nent organization 
was brought into being by the elec- 
tion of Roy V. Davis as chairman 
and Editor Flaherty of the An- 
tioch Ledger as secretary. 


G. W. Peltier, well known banker | 


of ‘Sacramento, presented maps 
and other data. Following a fav- 
orable consideration by the War 
Department, the bridge matter 
would be presented to the next 
Legislature. The cost of the pro- 
posed structure would be about 
£500,000, 

The bridge proper will be 325 
feet in length, with a 150 foot 
clearance. It will be of the bas- 
cule type. It is 560 feet from 
Sherman Island to the bridge, and 
over this distance there will be a 
conerete trestle. 

The southern end of the bascule 
will rest on West Island, a small 
Island in the San Joaquin river. A 
eonerete roadway across West 
Island for a distance of 250 feet 
will connect with another concrete 
trestle 2920 feet in length from 
Nest Island to the Antioch side. 

This latter trestle over the San 
Joaquin will be high enough to al- 
low the passage of small vessels. 
The depth of water here is about 
thirty feet. The deep water for 
the passage of large vessels is in 
the 150 foot distance mentioned.

CITY AND BACK COUNTRY INTERDEPENDENCE 


By J. V. MENDENHALL 
President Holland Land Company and California Delta 
Farms, inc. 


ALLIFORNIA is on the verge of a movement 
G that is bringing new zest, more power, 
added impetus to its onward march. It will 
succeed in fullest measure if it has, as a funda- 
mental premise, the recognition of the need for 
upbuilding our back country. 

The clarion cal] must be: “Bring more farm- 
ers to California.” They will make every grain 
acre worth from $500 to $5000 per acre. They 
will capitalize our climate, soil and water—the 
intelligent utilization of which causes the spread 
between $15 or $50 cattle land or $75 grain land 
qn! $300 alfalfa land or $400 asparagus land or 

8750 vineyard land, or $1000 fruit land, or $5000 
se homesite land. 

World advertising by our co-operative mar- 
keting associations of our oranges, nuts, prunes, 
raisins, beans and fresh and canned fruits and 
vegetables has worked wonders in bringing the 
needed class of farmers to California. Recogni- 
tion of the value to California of mass produc- 
tion and marketing is yet little understood by 
the city man, but any comprehensive promotion 
movement should include these organizations 
and other farmer organizations as working 


units. 
FROM GOLD TO GARDENS 

There was gold, then cattle, then wheat—now 
the transition to vegetables, alfalfa, dairying, 
hops, vineyards and orchards. There were 100,- 
000-acre arid ranches; there will be a hundred 
thousand irrigated acre home farms. 

We are passing from estates and renting to 
populous, small- ownership communities; from 

ranges and trails to applied hydro- aleeraie en- 
ergy, inviting union schools, concrete highways, 
farm bureaus, milk condensaries, ice packing 
plants, refrigerator cars and canneries. Every 
time one motors out a California eel or into 
a farm town, evidences of this momentous 
change are seen. 

THE FARMER FIRST 

We are summoned to unite in a significant 
forward step. The Greater California advertis- 
ing movement, the establishment of joint stock 
land banks, the farm credits of the Federal 
Farm Loan Bank, the extension of the Farm 
Bureau organization, the installation of county 
farm advisors, the work of the State Land Set- 
tlement Board, the location at Stockton of the 
Veterans’ Agricultural School, the growth of the 
co-operative marketing associations, the activi- 
ties of the California Development Association, 
the campaigns of numerous chambers of com- 
merce, the improved farm product loan service 
of the Federal Reserve Bank, the great work of 
many large land corporations in subdividing 
large t racts into small farms, the rapid growth 
of the college of agriculture of the University 
of California, the inauguration of farm practice 
teaching in country high schools, the recent 
anti-alien laws—there are these and many other 
evidences that indicate unmistakably how gen- 
erally the public has realized, and is realizing 
more and more, the importance and necessity 
of understanding and fostering proper develop- 
ment of agriculture. Real progress will come 
faster when the average city inhabitant knows 
even more fully how dependent his welfare is 


on the success of the farmers in the back 
country. 

The farmer is called the backbone of the 
country. War-time conditions emphasized the 
importance of being self-sustaining in the pro- 
duction of our foodstuffs. Patriotism as well as 
profit, then, should be the motive for assisting 
in the great work of placing California’s hun- 
dreds of thousands of bare acres in a condition 
to produce high-value crops continuously, 
whether there be drought, flood or war. 

AGRICULTURE BASIC 

Agriculture produces most of the raw mate- 
rial, the original wealth, which is the basis of 
prosperity, including that of our city popula- 
tion. Mining, lumbering, fishing and the oil in- 
dustry play relatively small parts in the aggre- 
gate production of our new wealth prosperity 
and lack the expansion possibilities of agricul- 
ture. 

Lest the basic importance of agriculture be 
not fully grasped, just estimate for a moment 
the profits and earnings the urban population 
takes from the various kinds of farm land prod- 
ucts as they are shipped, processed, stored, ex- 
ported, wholesaled, retailed, financed and in- 
sured. The makers of containers, the telephone 
and telegraph companies, warehouse owners, 
packing corporations, city office buildings, bro- 


kers, commission men and dealers, exporters, 
bankers, and even physicians and attorneys— 
each takes a toll as our farm products are 
gradually distributed into the hands of the con- 
sumer, Stop the farmer production, and the tre- 
mendous investment in city office skyscrapers, 
ornate bank buildings, miles of residences—all 
would become worthless, and the city man’s 
prosperity would vanish. 

This being true, how can the progress of the 
State, the prosperity of the city dwellers, be 
most effectually accelerated? Can it be done by 
merely bringing people to California; by build- 
ing up organizations to get more money out of 
the present farm owners; or shall it be accom- 
plished by concentrating every effort on secur- 
ing more intelligent modern farmers for our 
big back country and by developing our un- 
excelled combination of water, soil and climate 
to a point of maximum production of high- 
value crops in place of the lower-valued grains 
which now cover vast stretches of our Upper 
California aree 


CROP VALUE INCREASES FIVE FOLD 
Clearly the latter alternative should be the 
uppermost purpose of advertising, promotion 
and development associations. We need more 
modern farmers who will bring to each acre 
additional capital investment. Not much more

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land is farmed today than was farmed ten years 
ago, but the crop value has increased five fold, 
and the improvement value two and one-half 
times. This is a most significant statistical 
truth. It means that nuts, raisins, alfalfa and 
dairy products and fresh, canned and dried 
fruits and vegetables have replaced the cheaper 
grain and other farm outputs. It also means that 
the production of these high-value crops has re- 
quired an additional capital investment on every 
acre of bare land of from $25 to $300 or $400. 

The farmers throughout the United States are 
learning that rural population has increased in 
the last ten years faster in California than in 
any other State. Our crop values advanced at a 
rate greater than those of any State but one, 
and dropped least since the post-war deflation. 
In 1921 California’s crop value per capita was 
$110 more than any other State’s, 

In 1909 we ranked sixteenth as an agricul- 
tural State; in twelve years we have leaped to 
second place. We do not depend upon any one 
crop. Our varied soil, water and climatic con- 
ditions make great diversity possible, and di- 
versity means safety. This factor of safety will 
increase with more irrigated acres, with the 
heightened certainty of crops, and with popula- 
tion growth and greater local consumption. A 
California farmer, in his home garden, makes 
good use of this diversity factor in keeping 
down his grocery bill. 

It follows that as crop value is increased, city 
prosperity will increase, each individual taking 
his greater toll. As the quantity of raw material 
increases, the manufacturers can derive maxi- 
mum use of capital investment. Our natural 
water power advantage being a constant quan- 
tity, while eastern coal and oil power will be- 
come more costly, his prosperity is further as- 
sured. Indirectly, the increase of population, 
both urban and rural, cumulatively increases 
local consumption and diversified demand for 
both raw and processed products, 


FARMER FAMILIES “AND CAPITAL THE NEEDS 


We have room for 100,000 farmer families to 
invest and capitalize their knowledge, initiative 
and busines; management in our climate, soil 
and water. We need more and better trained 
farmers who can apply scientific, mechanical 
and financial knowledge, who can manage the 
capital investment necessary to produce more 
and higher-valued crops. 

State aid will help to a certain extent, but, to 
a greater degree, and directly and speedily, 
the city dweller with capital to invest can aid 
to bring about the condition we all anticipate. 
If each substantial city citizen would invest his 
surplus in a parcel of bare California farm land, 
contribute his business ability, his cultivated 
intelligence, his sapacity to plan, and his pro- 
gressive interest in better schools and roads, 
how much more quickly would our State pro- 
sress. Incidentally, he will control occupancy, 
keep out the more ignorant foreigners, and help 
effectually in offsetting the Oriental invasion. 

Many eastern farmers come to California pre- 
pared to pay a premium for a farm place with 
every convenience, one brought to a high pro- 
duction basis, with the pioneering completed. 
But this class of farm homes is limited in Upper 
California. This is not, however, the condition 
in Southern California, which has boomed ahead 
because of the additional sapital investment in 
the soil and the availability of many small im- 
proved home farm places. You can arn the pre- 
mium if you will start now, 

The city man’s direct investment interest in 
the big back country is also needed to encour- 
age county supervisors, boards of country school 
trustees, and other officials to preserve parking 
spaces, beautify school grounds, and shade our 


highways, to fill in weedy corners with shrub- 
bery and greenery, to hide disagreeable spaces 
and soften sharp corners, and to cool the hot 
fields and protect the orchards and home yards 
with green windbreaks, : 


RECIPROCAL AID 

We need in every Greater California com- 
munity an injection of the social refinements 
and advantages of the city, a little of the per- 
sonal interest of the advanced business and pro- 
fessional man, to offset the backwardness of 
the foreign element which now predominates 
in many localities of our big back country. 
We want farm cottages with city comforts to 
replace some of the unpainted, rough-board 
rent shacks, with their cheerless, treeless sur- 
roundings. We need the best minds and the 
capital, more American intelligence and initia- 
tive, in our California farming neighborhoods. 
Assuredly, the back country man needs the city 
man’s help to make the best of our California 
hinterland as much as the city man needs the 
farmer’s products for his own prosperity. 

This higher stage of development is often held 
back because land purchasers under contracts are 
just about able to meet payments, taxes and 
interest, and are not in a position to finance the 
planting of alfalfa, an asparagus field, a vine- 
yard, or an orchard, much less to beautify their 
surroundings or add ordinary city comforts to 
their homes. 


TRANSFORMING THE LANDS 


Indeed, it requires capital and personal man- 
agement to bring about the more intensive im- 
provement of our bare acres. These bare acres 
need small farm homes, with garages, graveled 
driveways and stout fences, with surface irri- 
gation ditches, miscellaneous outhouses, home 
orchards, shade trees and ornamental shrub- 
bery; they need power and telephone line ex- 
tensions, flower gardens and hedges. This kind 
of environment, which the urban man of means 
‘an help to build, will develop the type of 
strong, healthy, substantial citizen we want in 
rural California. 

A NEW POINT OF VIEW 

And if our city dwellers will turn their minds 
and a part of their money to the development 
of our farming ¢0untry, they will be benefitea 
many ways, dir y and indirectly. Profit only 
need not be theMirge. As a consumer, the city 
man will place‘Himself in close touch with the 
producer. He will gain, at first hand, a knowl- 
edge of that ever-present and much debated 
question: “What happens between the producer 
and the consumer?” He will learn the details 
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of the great problem of marketing our special- 
ized western products. He will establish a bond 
of sympathy with the men of the back country 
—the farmers—who place all their working 
capital in the annual farming venture. He will 
learn the risks of weather changes, soil varia- 
tions and price fluctuations, of seed germina- 
tion and of recurring and of new kinds of pests; 
yes, he will learn the real m -aning, and become 
impressed with the importance, of this business 
of producing, of creating that annual volume of 
wealth, which, as it passes on to the world’s 
markets, is made to grow in value and to return 
a long chain of profits, shared either directly 
or indirectly, by every city dweller. 

Moreover, the man of the city will find a 
new enjoyment in the pride of ownership, the 
pleasure of creation, the relaxation of a diversi- 
fied interest; he will acquire a new kind of 
health which is not promoted by the shadows 
of city skyscrapers, the vitiated air and dim 
lights of small rooms and the traffic din and 
gasoline fumes of city. streets. 

Perhaps he may be preparing a haven of 
country beauty for his old age. Perhaps a young 
son who has not yet chosen his future activity 
may suddenly say: “Father, I want to be a 
farmer.” Let father buy his California farm 
acreage now, and, should that boy so decide, 
the way will have been prepared. 

In Europe, as is commonly known, the sub- 
stantial city man has his country estate; not a 
small summer home, but an acreage farm, where 
he can spend his week-ends and summer vaca- 
tions, where he can entertain his friends in re- 
freshingly peaceful surroundings, where he can 
store up nerve energy for his week of the com- 
plex activities and the more rapid business pace 
of the city. 


THE FIRST REQUISITE 


Inescapably, if we are to succeed in this 
Greater California advertising movement, we 
must not overlook this basic need—the land ap- 
peal. We can succeed, but we must not suc- 
ceed by appealing for a population, at once, of 
laborers and rich men, the extremes in the 
scale of wealth distribution. We want intelli- 
gent farmers to produce the basis of wealth— 
the other elements of a population will follow 
per se. And we must have that additional 
capital investment on every bare acre. 

We can make the Greater California advertis- 
ing movement a success. We have not lost the 
“Spirit of the West” that blazed trails, bridged 
the continent with steel rails and swung long 
distance power lines, initiated co-operative 
marketing and rebuilt San Francisco. Dauntless, 
that spirit abides, potent to perform more 
wonder feats. 

Visible Jand improvement in every com- 
munity, the present record-breaking building 
activities, the renewed interest in the purchase 
of small farm acreages defy the pessimist who 
will not see the beginning of California’s great- 
est period of advancement. 

As back-country product volume and value 
are swelled by farmer and capital development 
and full utilization of our unsurpassed assets in 
climate, soil, water and power, then will our 
matchless San Francisco port, Pacific gateway 
to three-fifths of the globe’s population, strategic 
center of trade routes, with its two score 
modern piers and fifteen miles of berthing 
space, achieve its destined place in world com- 
merce. Then, indeed, to the most unperceiving 
man of the city, will the pre-eminent import- 
ance of back country development become 
manifest. Then will urban as well as rural 
dwellers enjoy the greatest possible measure of 
prosperity.

He will 
learn the risks of weather changes, soil varia- 
tions and price fluctuations, of seed germina- 
tion and of recurring and of new kinds of pests; 
yes, he will learn the real meaning, and become 
impressed with the importance, of this business 
of producing, of creating that annual volume of 
wealth, which, as it passes on to the world’s 
markets, is made to grow in value and to return 
a long chain of profits, shared either directly 
or indirectly, by every city dweller. 


A NEW POINT GF VIEW 


Moreover, the man of the city will find a 
new enjoyment in the pride of ownership, the 
pleasure of creation, the relaxation of a diversi- 
fied interest; he will acquire a new kind of 
health which is not promoted by the shadows 
of city skyscrapers, the vitiated air and dim 
lights of small rooms and the traffic din and 
gasoline fumes of city streets. 

Perhaps he may be preparing a haven of 
country beauty for his old age. Perhaps a young 
son who has not yet chosen his future activity 
may suddenly say: “Father, I want to be a 
farmer.” Let father buy his California farm 
acreage now, and, should that boy so decide, 
the way will have been prepared.

WATER TRANSPORTATION 


Lost, in wonder and admiration, the 
visitor is persuaded with difficurty to 
discuss prosaic facts and figures, 

But he learns that upon the river 
and its tributary streams and canals 
is transported more than $50,000,000 
worth of produce each year. Water 
transportation is a big feature of the 
down-river district. Many farms have 
private “landings,” where steamers 
make frequent calls, and most of the 
grain and hay and much of the fruit, 
both fresh and canned, starts its jour- 
ney to market via the water route. 

Statistics dealing with production are 
equally amazing. The per-acre yields 
of these rich lands are little short of 
marvelous, while inter-cropping and 
double-cropping are common practices. 
Two great cash crops are beans and 
asparagus, often; interplanted, This 
district is said to produce more than 
two-thirds of the canning asparagus 
grown in America. 
paragus roots often bring a return of 
$175 to $200 an acre. 


TREMENDOUS YIELDS 


Barley yields 30 to 60 sacks and 
wheat gives equally attractive vields. 
Many growers are said tv have pro- 
duced 20 to 25 sacks of beans per acre, 
between the rows of their orchard trees, 

Beets have gone as high as 27 tons 
ber acre, averaging 18 per cent sugar. 

These figures suggest the extent of 
erop production in this district: As! 
Dbaragus, 20,000 acres; potatoes, 40,000 
acres; onions, 8000 acres. 

‘ Probably in no other section of Cati- 
fornia can so many different crops be 
grown with such uniformly high yields,’ 

_ But to the uninitiated, the produc- 
tion of pears and other tree fruits is 
the real marvel. Many are accustomed 
to regard the pear as a “high and dry” 
tree, reaching its best condition at con- 
Siderable altitude, where cold winters 
prevail. ‘ 

Yet almost on the banks of the river, 
with their “feet literally in water,” 
thousands of acres of pears produce

The 
trees are hardy and long lived, seem- 
ingly having the vitality to resist the 
inroads of blight. 

It is a theory among those who have 
studied conditions in this section that 
almost any plant will adapt itself to a 
water table which is fairly constant, 
even though the table be high. This is 
borne out by the success that has at- 
tended alfalfa production.

The water table 
may be raised or lowered at will, and 
when. subirrigation is not practicable 
or desirable, the water may be drawn 
from the canals by means of pumps or 
siphons, and carried over the surface 
of the ground.

simple, accounting system that Mr. 
Mendenhall is able to handle this im- 
mense tract as well as some. 40,000 
acres elsewhere, also under his super- 
vision. i i 
The basis of the system, which may 
be applied by. the individual farmer, is 
a daily report from men in the field. 
Blanks are furnished, upon which fore= 
men, tenants and workmen are required 
to furnish certain information. A few 
moments each day spent in reporting 
creates, in the aggregate, a compre- 
hensive record, always up to date, from 
the men who actually are in the field. 
That tenants and land owners of the 
Holland tract are “sold” on-their own 
section is indicated by the interesting 
fact that 72 per cent of the land dis- 
posed of to date was purchased by 
former renters or neighboring farmers.

Crop Value Increases Fivefold 


Clearly the latter alternative 
should be the uppermost purpose 
of advertising, promotion and de- 
velopment associations. We need 
more modern farmers who will 
bring to each acre additional cap- 
ital investment. Not much more 
land is farmed today than was 
farmed ten years ago, but the 
crop value has increased fivefold, 
and the improvement value two 
and one-half times. This is a 
most significant statistical truth. 
It means that nuts, raisins, alfalfa 
and dairy products and _ fresh, 
canned and dried fruits and vege- 
tables have replaced the cheaper 
grain and other farm outputs. It 
also means that the production of 
these high-value crops has_ re- 
quired an additional capital in- 
vestment on every acre of bare 
lanu of from $25 to $300 or $400. 


The farmers throughout the 
United States are learning that 
rural population has increased in 
the last ten years faster in Cali- 
fornia than in any other State. 
Our crop values advanced at a 
rate greater than those of any 
State but one, and dropped least 
since the post-war deflation. In 
1921 California’s crop value per 
capita was $110 more than any 
other State’s. 

In 1909 we ranked sixteenth as 
an agricultural State; in twelve 
years we have leaped to second 
place. We do not depend upon 
any one crop. Our varied soil, 
water. and climatic conditions 
make great diversity possible, and 
diversity means safety. This fac- 
tor of safety will increase with 
more irrigated acres, with the 
heightened certainty of crops, and 
with population growth and great- 


tailed, financed and insured. The! 


warehouse owners, packing cor- |! 


er local consumption. A California 
farmer, in his home garden, makes 
good use of this diversity factor 
in| keeping down his grocery bill. 
It follows that as crop value is 
increased, city prosperity will in- 
crease, each individual taking his 
greater toll. As the quantity of 
raw material increases, the manu- 
facturers can derive maximum use 
of capital investment. Our nat- 
ural water power advantage being 
a constant quantity, while Eastern 
coal and oil power will become 
more costly, his prosperity is fur- 
ther assured. Indirectly, the in- 
crease of population, both urban 
and rural, cumulatively increases 
local consumption and diversified 
demand for both raw and proc- 
essed products. 


Farmer Families and Capital 

We have room for 100,000 farm- 
er families to invest and capitalize 
their knowledge, initiative and 
business management in our cli- 
mate, soil and water. We need 
more and better trained farmers 
who can apply scientific, mechan- 
ical and financial knowledge, who 
can manage the capital investment 
necessary to produce more and 
higher-valued crops. 

State aid will help to a certain 
extent, but, to a greater degree, 
and directly and speedily, the city 
dweller with capital to invest can 
aid to bring about the condition 
we all anticipate. If each sub- 
stantial city citizen would invest 
his surplus in a parcel of bare 
California farm land, contribute 
his business ability, his cultivated 
intelligence, his capacity to plan, 
and his progressive interest in 
better schools and roads, how 
much more quickly would our 
State progress. Incidentally, he 
will control occupancy, keep out 
the more ignorant foreigners, and 
help effectually in offsetting the 
Oriental invasion. 

Many Eastern farmers come to 
California prepared to pay a pre- 
mium for a farm place with every 
convenience, one brought to a 
high production basis, with the 
pioneering completed. But this 
class of farm homes is limited in 
Upper California. This is not, 
however, the condition in Southern 
California, which has boomed 
ahead because of the additional 
capital investment in the soil and 
the availability of many small im- 
proved home farm places. You 
can earn the premium if you will 
start now. 

The city man’s direct invest- 
ment interest in the big back 
country is also needed to encour- 
age cotnty supervisors, boards of 
county school trustees, and other 
officials to preserve parking spaces, 
beautify school grounds, and shade 
our highways, to fill in weedy 
corners with shrubbery and green- 
ery, to hide disagreeable spaces 
and soften sharp corners, and to 
cool the hot fields and protect the 
orchards and home yards with 
green windbreaks. 

We need in every Greater Cali- 
fornia community an injection of 
the social refinements and advan- 
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tages of the city, a little of the 
personal interest of the advanced 


business and professional man, to 


offset the backwardness of the 
foreign element which now pre- 
dominates in many localities of our 
big back country. We want farm 
cottages with city comforts to re- 
place some of the unpainted, 
rough-board rent shacks, with 
their cheerless, treeless surround- 
ings. We need the best minds 
and the capital, more American 
intelligence and initiative in our 
California farming neighborhoods. 
Assuredly, the back country man 
needs the city man’s help to make 
the best of our California hinter- 
land as much as the city man 
needs the farmer’s products for 
his own prosperity. 
Transforming the Lands 

This higher stage of develop- 
ment is often held back becatise 
land purchasers under contracts 
are just about able to meet pay- 
ments, taxes and interest, and are 
not in a position to finance the 
planting of alfalfa, an asparagus 
field, a vineyard, or an orchard, 
much less to beautify their sur- 
roundings or add ordinary city 
comforts to their homes. 

Indeed, it requires capital and 
personal management to bring 
about the more intensive improve- 
ment of our bare acres. These 
bare acres need small farm homes, 
with garages, graveled driveways 
and stout fences, with surface irri- 
gation ditches, miscellaneous out- 
houses, home orchards, shade trees 
and ornamental shrubbery; they 
need power and telephone line ex- 
tensions, flower gardens and 
hedges. This kind of environment, 
which the urban man of means 
can help to build, will develop the 
type of strong, healthy, substantial 
citizen we want in rural California. 


A New Point of View 

And if our city dwellers will 
turn their minds and a part of 
their money to the development 
of our farming country, they will 
be benefited many ways, directly 
and indirectly. Profit only need 
not be the urge. As a consumer, 
the city man will place himself in 
close touch with the producer. 
He will gain, at first hand, a 
knowledge of that ever-present and 
much debated question, ‘What 
happens between the producer and 
the consumer?” He will learn the 
details of the great problem of 
marketing our specialized western 
products. He will establish a bond 
of sympathy with the men of the 
back country—the farmers—who 
place all their working capital in 
the annual farming venture. He 
will learn the risks of weather 
changes, soil variations and price 
fluctuations, of seed germination 
and of recurring and of new kinds 
of pests; yes, he will learn the 
real meaning, and become im- 
pressed with the importance of 
this business of producing, of 
creating that annual volume of 
wealth, which, as it passes on to 
the world’s markets, is made to 
grow in value and to return a 
long chain of profits, shared either 
directly .or indirectly, by every 
city dweller. 


Moreover, the man of the city 
will find a new enjoyment in the 
pride of ownership, the pleasure 
of creation, the relaxation of a 
diversified interest; he will acquire 
a new kind of health which is 
not promoted by the shadows of 
city skyscrapers, the vitiated air 
and dim lights of small rooms and 
the traffic din and gasoline fumes 
of city streets. 

Perhaps he may be preparing 
a haven of country beauty for his 
old age. Perhaps a young son 
who has not yet chosen his fu- 
ture activity may suddenly say: 
“Father, I want to be a farmer.” 
Let father buy his California farm 
acreage now, and, should that boy 
so decide, the way will have been 
prepared. 

In Europe, as is commonly 
known, the substantial city man 
has his country estate; not a 
small summer home, but an acre- 
age farm, where he can spend his 
week-ends and summer vacations, 
where he can entertain his friends 
in refreshingly peaceful surround- 
ings, where he can store up nerve 
energy for his week of the com- 
plex activities and the more rapid 
business pace of the city. 

The First Requisite 

Inescapably, if we are to suc- 
ceed in this Greater California 
advertising movement, we must 
not overlook this basic need—the 
land appeal. We can succeed, but 
we must not succeed by appealing 
for a population, at once, of labor- 
ers and rich men, the extremes in 
the scale of wealth distribution. 
We want intelligent farmers to 
produce the basis of wealth—the 
other elements of a population 
will follow per se. And we must 
have that additional capital in- 
vestment on every bare acre. 

We can make the Greater Cali- 
fornia advertising movement a 
success. We have not lost the 
“Spirit of the West” that blazed 
trails, bridged the continent with 
steel rails and swung long dis- 
tance power lines, initiated co- 
operative marketing and _ rebuilt 
San Francisco. Dauntless, that 
spirit abides, potent to perform 
more wonder feats. 

Visible land improvement in 
every community, the present rec- 
ord-breaking building activities, 
the renewed interest in the pur- 
chase of small farm acreages defy 
the pessimist who will not see 
the beginning of California’s great- 
est period of advancement. 

As back-country product volume 
and value are swelled by farmer 
and capital development and full 
utilization of our wnsurpassed 
assets in climate, soil, water and 
power, then will our matchless 
San Francisco port, Pacific gate- 
way to three-fifths of the globe’s 
population, strategic center of 
trade routes, with its two score 
modern piers and fifteen miles of 
berthing space, achieve its des- 
tined place in world commerce. 
Then, indeed, to the most unper- 
ceiving man of the city will the 
pre-eminent importance of back 
country development become mani- 


fest. Then will urban as well as ||_ 
rural dwellers enjoy the greatest ||

| Red Mexican, 


CROP OF BEETS AND 
BEANS. 

A heavy tonnage of sugar has been 
grown in the Clarksburg district of 
Sacramento county this season 
where the sugar percentage has 
ranged above eighteen per cent in a 
heavy tonnage per acre of sugar 
beets. One 90-acre tract produced 
fourteen tons per acre testing 21 per 
cent. Another tract of 57 acres pro- 
duced 27 tons per acre testing 18 per 
cent. Bean yields have averaged 
over 19 sacks per acre this year as 
indicated by a survey of about 1700 
acres by the Holland Land Co. com- 
prising about half of the beans 
grown in that district. Twenty-nine 
sacks per acre were taken from one 
field of 115 acres. Fifteen fields 
totaling 800 acres averaged twenty 
sacks. Another fifteen fields, total- 
ing 960 acres, averaged 18.5 sacks 
per acre . An 80 acre field of pinks 
averaged 29 sacks. Most of these 
beans were pinks but some were 
Bayos, Cranberries, 
and Large Whites.

HE MAP on this double page gives the reader a splendid 

| conception of the route of the Borden Delta highway 

from Stockton to Oakland and its connecting links in 

Contra Costa County, where it meets the new system of con- 
crete boulevards. 

It also shows the proposed route of the road across Union 
Island. This project is, of course, dependent upon the action 
of the Boards of Supervisors, but as all rights of way have 
been guaranteed, its building is a certainty of the future. 

This project, which will open up some 27,000 acres to sub- 
division, is fully described in the Union Island section of this 
edition, with special map showing route and proposed bridge 
crossing on Old River. 

The Borden highway is a continuation from Holt of the 
Jacobs road from Stockton. Magnificent steel bridges span 
Middle and Old rivers. Both are operated by electricity. 

The Borden road reaches the Contra Costa County concrete 
boulevard at the Taylor gate, on the route between Byron 
and Brentwood, and connects up by splendid highways with 
all sections of the county, and on to San Francisco either by 
way of Concord and Walnut Creek, or over the picturesque 
Marsh Creek route to the Tunnel road. 

The Marsh Creek route is here shown. The road is twenty 
feet wide. It connects at Clayton with a macadamized road 
leading to Concord. It is pictured and described on other 
pages of this edition. 

The distance from Stockton to Oakland by way of the Marsh 
Creek route is 71 miles, while from Stockton to Byron the new 


highway opens up a road only 21 miles in length, as against 42 
miles by way of Tracy. 

In by way of Livermore and Tracy to Stockton and out by 
the Borden road and over the Marsh Creek and Tunnel road 
is a stretch of 150 miles of scenic displays, affording the 
traveler a sight knowledge in the Delta sections of the won- 
derful fields of corn, beans, onions, celery, asparagus, and 
grain that have been pictured and described in the great 
Booster Editions of the BYRON TIMES. 

On the next trip the visitor may come in by way of the 
Tunnel road over the beautiful Mt. Diablo and Marsh Creek

The magnificent concrete boulevards which the Supervisors 
of Contra Costa County have been constructing for several 
years are now practically completed. They are 18 feet wide, 
with a 2-foot shoulder on each side, and have been built at a 
cost estimated at from $12,000 to $25,000 per mile. 

The road from Dublin to Walnut Creek is now concreted, 
affording autoists another route in entering Contra Costa. 

The proposed Antioch-Sherman Island road to connect at 


Rio Vista with the Sacramento Delta highway is a project in 
which Contra Costa is vitally interested. 

This road and the great bridge across the San Joaquin River 
at Antioch, will cost some $700,000. 

A special map, with full descriptive matter, appears on other 
pages of this edition; also on the opposite page of this insert 
the great enterprise is shown, with all connecting highways. 

The Antioch-Sherman Island road will open up a rich fruit 
district and result in the subdivision of thousands of acres of 
land now inaccessible except by water. 

It will also result in attracting thousands of visitors to 
Contra Costa and open up a second route through the great 
Delta.
